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1- Attached Is a p roposed reply to the letter written 
by Mr. | | For your information, Mr. I I 

was a contract employee assigne d to duty at the I I 

\ He was placed on probation 
3 December 1962 and asked to resign on 6 May 1963 due to 
unsatisfactory performance of duty. 

2. D uring the period that Mr. I I was stationed 

at I I the Base had a firm policy applicable to all 

employees of granting compensatory leave for all overtime 
work rather tha n autho rizing the payment for overtime. 

The records of I I show that from 1 June 1962 to 

10 January 1963, Mr. I I was given a total of 72 hours 
off from work as compensation for overtime. After 
10 January 196 3 to 6 May 1963, he was not assigned to 
actual duty at I I but was requested to stand-by at 

home. During this stand-by period, he was given a fitness 
for duty evaluation by the Medical Staff (Medical advised 
that he was O.K. for duty), and he was also called in on 
several occasions to confer with the placement officer for 
possible rea ssignmen t elsewhere in the Agency. Prior to 
1 Jun e 1962, I , □ did not maintain complete records on 

I I showing the exact amount of overtime earned and the 
exact amount of compensatory time that he took off from 
work. .However, the Chief. ladvises very emphatically 

that |~~~ | during his entire e mpl oy m^ervT~ was given "an "Hour 's 

time off from work for* every Hour that lie earned as overtime. 

3. The contract that Mr. I I had with the Agency 

contained the following clause on compensation: 

"In full consideration for the use of your 
services and the performance of specified confi- 
dential duties you will be compensated in an amount 
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calculated at the rate of $6400.00 per annum In 
addition, you will be entitled to authorized over, 
time in conformance with rules and regulations 
applicable to government appointed employees,"
